‘THE TRADE OF COREA FOR 188: 
“The following notice on the Returns of 
the ‘Trade of Coros for 1886 is taken from 
the W.-C. D, News of the 14th inst. Wo 
have nob yet réooived the book ourselves 


The Reports on tho Trado with Corea in 
aMoreign vessels have juat-beon’ issued by 
tho Customs hera; and the articles from 
the Commissionors are profaced by an oxcel- 
lent Introduction fromthe Chief Commis- 
sioner at-Seoul. Beginning by mantioning 
that there are statistics for but one comploto 
yoar with which to compara tho figures of 
- the trade of 1885, the Commissionor says 
there ia a substantial gain shown in tho 
figures of that.yoar over thoso of tho pre- 
esdiog one. The increaso would, hothinks, 
robably havo beon greater, had it not been 
for the: political troubles at the end 
of 1884; but, in spite of the fact of the 
statisties for 1885 showing an improvo- 
mont in the amount of trade done, 
they: are, he considers, disappointing, 
Among the exports, only gold dust and 
hidos-sppoar in suilicient quontity to bo 
classed as export ataplea; and the minor 
articles which make up tho scanty list pre- 
sent a pitlably small total, which tho Chief 
Commissioner observes would load one to 
form a-poor opinion of the enterprise of tho 
people and the productive resourcos of tha 
country, Exports are confined to nincteen 
enumerated articles, and the whole valuc 
of this side of the forcign trado of Corea 
only reached $388,023; but the unstated 
quantity of gold dust has to bo addod, ond 
this iy probably considerably gtvator than 
the value of all tho other articles, as at 
*Yuensan the differoncs between imports 
and exports amounts to about 3} lacs of 
dollars, and the Ohiof Commiasionvr says 
that the gold dust exported from thore main- 
tains the balancg of trade at thut port. Tho 
roduction of gold dust, might bo largely 
velopad if the mines and washings wero 
syatematically worked on mudern methods, 
and thus the means. of oxtonding the pur- 
chasing power of the Coreans would be 
creased, As thinga are at present, tho Ro- 
port says ‘tho balance ia immenaoly against 
‘us, and it is probable that the Import trade 
will soon reach its Limit unless there shall 
be an improvement in the Export industry,’

-We may return to the 
Separate Reports of tho Commissionors at 
tha places open to foreign trade, 

Accompanying the, Report and Returns 
of the Corean trade we recoited from (he 
Customs the Alphabutical Index to the 
Annual Trade Reports from 1864 down to 
Jaat yeur. ‘These will be most valuable 


‘|to the owners of the Reports both here 


and in other countries. Indeed, this index 
should from a part of every commercial 
library, and especially those of Chambers 
af Commorce, as it shows whero men of 
businoss can‘ obtain information about the 
trado of China, during a period of groat 
expansion in the standard articles, and 
whilo it was flowing in now dircotions.
